GORIN (Mo.) Sept. 18.—The Colorado 
and Utah express on the Santa Fe was held 
up by robbers at 2:30 a. m. today. As the 
rail and express officials had a spy on 
the n the bandits, when they stopped 
the train, met a hall of buckshot and *bul- 
lets. and it is said that at least two are 
dead in the surrounding woods, While as 
many others rode for a rendezvous, twen- 
ty-one miles away, Tid@iead with bullets. 
They shot “Dad” Preapett, the engineer, 
before they even gaye um a chance to 
hold: up his hands. Mis wound, 
lieved, will not prove l. 

Wen the train le se at 5 o'clock, 
last evening, raſiroaſ express detec- 
tives, all walking a, embed on at 
every station. Amen wem were Chief 
Detective J. J. Kingey of the Santa Fe 
and J. A. Mathews, Wie had been acting 
as-spies for N. weeks and getting news 
of. the plans. ‘The latter brought 
news that the robbers, early in the day,

In each seat were 
two men, sitting side ways, the muzzles of 
their guns protruding just a ‘trifle over 
the sills. Beside them stood others with 
Winchesters at half-cock . resting across 
their arms. 

As out from detween. two embankments, 
just one mile from Corin, sped the train, 
there came the looked-for sigmal, and not 
fifty yards away was the ewinging red 
light. Within twenty seconds the train 
was at a standstill. Out from the dense 
undergrawth, north of the train, came 
four forms, the face of each hidden by a 
black mask. One rushed to the engine, al- 
most before his companions could: reach 
the express car. Within ten feet of the 
tender he pointed his rifle at Dad“ Dres- 
cott, white he boarded the engine, and, 
as he ‘shouted: “Hold up your bands!“ 
he pulled the trigger. Dad“ fell to the 
floor, with a bullet in his right dreast. 
With one bound Kinney gained the top 
of the tender, and, bringing his gun to 
his shoulder, sent a shower of shot into 
the face of the masked man. How the 
fellow managed to move six inches is a 
mystery, but he did, and made for the 
woods. The shot which laid Engineer 
Prescott low, was the signal for a fusll- 
lade, and also the signal for a hasty re- 
treat of the rabbers to the shelter of the 
timber. They fired two shots, but, al- 
though men were leaning from the car 
Windows and pulling the triggers as fast 

as possible, while the others were after 
the robbers on foot, they failed to hit a

For ten 
miles there was no night telegraph station 
until La Plata is reached, and there is no 
stop there. Once in a while the train 
takes water at Gorin, but there is nothing 
there except the tank. Not within the 
memory of the oldest man on the road 
has a halt been made at Baring, but at 
Hurdland, which is just ten miles west of 
the last-named station, is a switch into 
which ‘the train runs every morning and 
waits for the east-bound express to pass. 
Both are due thére at the same time, and 
almost invariably they are on time. But 
if the. west-bound should not put in an 
appearence the east-bound would have to 
camp there until it came along, for there 
is no means of finding out what the 
trouble is without running back to La 
Plata. The men who planned the rob- 
bery figured that théy had the train and 
its treasure in a pocket and would have 
all the time necessary not gnly to rifle 
the express car, but to rylieve the passen- 
gers of their valuables. — 
It is evident they also made a careful 
study of the topography of the country. 
For 1000 feet before the spot at which the 
saa light was swung across the rails, the 
road winds on a reverse curve through a 
cut with embankments from ten to forty 
feet high. Then comes a little hill, fol- 
lowed by a stretch of track almost on a 
level with the surrounding country. On 
either side of the right-of-way are dense 
clumps of oak and hickory, not to mention 
an undergowth almost as bad as that of 
the Northern Michigan pine forests. But 
the forest, though apparently thick and 
impenetrable, is only 80 for a quarter of 
a mile from the track. Beyond that the 
country stretches practically clear .and 
is easily traversed almost to the Iowa line. 
It was in the middle of the timber that 
, the horses were good, strong - 


at 
two hours’ hard riding 
would put every man safe from. pursuit, 
and. that, too, soon after the day dawned. |, 
‘here were no telegraph lines up in the 
country where the gang has been hiding, 
and it was thought news of the hold-up 
would not penetrate to that region until 
after the participants in the affair had time 
to cover their tracks. 

-It is nearly three weeks since the. Santa 
Fe and the Wells-Fargo officials received 
the tipthat the raid was contemplated. 
Since then the express car, whether in- 
habited by Detective Kinney’s men or 
not, has been a regular arsenal. Every 
‘night at Teast half a dozen secret service 
men have climbed aboard at different 
points along the line east of Fort Madison 
‘and scattered themselves in the day 
coaches, reclining chair and smoking cars. 
Soon after that point was reached they 
would walk forward into the smoker, not 
a man exchanging a word with the other, 
‘all total strangers, as far as outward ap- 
pearances went, and before Gorin was passed 
half of them had disappeared into the 
express car. This was merely precau- 
tionary. 

Detective Kinney’s spy gave him twen- 
ty-four hours notice of the two premedi- 
tated raids, spoiled: by rain, and then 
the full force was on hand. But the rail- 
road and express people were taking no 
chances. When the danger point had 
been passed the men would drop off at 
diffrent stations, working back east along 
the road in the day time aud repeating the 
operation the next night. 

Train No. 5 of the Santa Fe is what is 
known as the Colorado and Utah limited. 
It leaves Chicago datly at 5 p.m. and is 
due to arrive in Kansas City the next 
morning. The Santa Fe runs almost due 
southwest between Chicago and Kansas 
City, crosses the Mississippi River. at 
Fort Madison, and enters the State of 
Missouri 250 ffflles distant from Chicago. 
The road runs for some miles through 
a rough country, the many small streams 
which have their headwaters in South- 
eastern Iowa breaking it up into hills 
and valleys, some sections being densely 
wooded. 

The brakes of the Mississippi River ere 
only a few miles to the east. This sec- 
tion during the civil war was over- 
run with) bushwhackers, who frequently 
carried terror into the little towns of Van 
Buren, Davis and Appanoose counties in 
lowa by their frequent raids across the 
border. 

It is a fitting place for bandits to do 
their work, as hiding-places are easy of 
access. The inhabitants of this section, 
as a rule, are a sturdy, honest, agricultu- 
ral class, who have no sympathy with 
crime nor criminals.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept, 18.—The bark 
Helen .M. Almy, just returned from a trad- 
ing voyage among the islands of the South 
Pacific, brings the story of a tropical prin- 
cess, half English and half native, who 
rules over the Manua groups against her 
wishes, though her subjects worship her 
much after the fashion that Koreans wor- 
ship their King, or as the Peruvians hum- 
bled themselves before the virgins of the 
sun. - 

History repeats itself in the biography 
of Margaret Young, the English name of 
the prisoner princess, for the story of 
Francis Young, a sailor who landed at the 
Island of Tau nearly one hundred years 
ago, is recalled. This man married a Tau 
native woman who was Queen of the 
group. His sop by her wedded a half- 
breed maiden. Margaret Young is the 
daughter of that son. d 

Through the death of all the heirs ap- 
parent to the throne of the Manuas, Miss 
Young found herself called upon to assume 
the power of mistress of the islands. This 
news was conveyed to her at Apia some 
months ago by a delegation of chiefs from 
Manua and she was forced by the laws of 
heredity obtaining in the Southern Archi- 
pelago to accompany them back to Tau, 
where she was immediately installed as 
Queen. 

Great interest is lent to the case of the 
girl, who is but 22 years of age, by the 
report that she is highly educated and was 
at the time of her sudden call from Apia, 


at a Catholic convent. ee, 
Capt. Luttrel of the bark Almy and his 
wife, who accompanied him on his last 
trip, were the first white people permitted 
to interview the Queen, and obtained from 
Her Majesty the story that her life was 
one of misery; in spite of the professed 
reapect shown her by her native subjects. 
She is a ruler that is compelled to ma'n- 
tain an odious reserve, the sanctity of her 
dwelling being rigidly preserved by fierce 
warriors, who stand ready to decapitate the 
bold intruder who dares to enter the 
Queen’s sacred precinct without first be- 
ing especially appointed by the spirit fires 
and summoned a council of chiefs, 
“The grand chief of the group is the 
only man that is allowed to approach the 
Queen,“ explained Capt. Luttrel. He at- 
tends to her wants, assisted by two maids 
who never leave her side, except when 
they are called upon to do her bidding. 
Should any native desire to pay tribute to 
her in the shape of fish or fowl, he must 
fasten his gift upon the end of a bamboo 
pole, advance with closed eyes and thrust 
the stick through the doorway of the pal-

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.—Several 
vessels have arrived or are due from 
Tahiti with cargoes of copra and cocoa- 
nuts contracted for before the new duty 
went into effect. One firm will have to 
pay $7200 duty on inbound nuts. 

Nearly six months ago the new oil 
works at Berkeley, scenting profit afar 
and giving little heed to the shadow of 
Democratic coming events, sent a special 
agent to Samoa, Tahiti and other places 
with instructions to buy up or eontract 
for 100,000 tons of cocoanuts, to be shipped 
to San Francisco per vessels to be named 
thereafter by the purchasers. This con- 
cern is now in a position to be obliged 
to pay to the United States something like 
$70,000 in duty that it did not figure on. 

Mr. Wilson, in a remote corner of his 
bill, has provided for an assessment of 30 
per cent. ad valorem on copra and 60 per 
cent. on cocoanuts, a clause which the 
importers did not anticipate. 

“Cocoanut oil,” explained a dealer and 
manufacturer, “is nearly all made in 
Germany, and the new tariff measure ad- 
mits this oil free of duty, while an enor- 
mously increased tax is put upon the 
raw material. About one million pounds 
of copra finds * way to foreign manu- 
facturers every ree months from just 
one certain group of islands alone, and 
this raw material is made into oil and 
shipped into this country free. |

Estimated Cost of the Pro- 
posed River Work. 


A Comprehensive Report Prepared 
by the Commission of 
Civil Enginers. 


The Result of a Careful Survey ot the 
Beds of the Los Angeles and 
San Gabriel Rivers—A 
Big Project. 


The question of how to protect settlers 
living aléng the banks of the San Gabriel 
and Los Angeles-rivers from winter floods 
| has been considered for some time by the 

Board of Supervisors, and npt long since 
a commission of engineers cosisting of 
County Surveyor A. R. Street, C. T. Hea- 
ley and W. T. Lambie was appointed to 
make a careful examination of the beds 
of the streams in question and Yurnish a 
report thereon. The commission has now 
fcompleted its ‘work, and yesterday a full 
report ‘was filed with the Supervisors. 

Nearly every year the rivers overflow 
their banks, and much valuable soil is 
washed away, and not infrequently lives 
of residents are endangered. N ecessarily 
the work of straightening the streams and 
providing suitable embankments would 
be one of great magnitude, and the lack } 
of funds has heretofore proved the greatest 
impediment in the way of starting opera- 
tions in the ‘direction of improvement. 

The report of the engineers, which is 
the first ever made on the subject of the 
rivers of the county, is as follows: 

In pursuance to your instructions con- 


your honorable body, as a commission of 
engineers to examine the Los Angeles and 
San Gabriel rivers, and report upon the 
practicability, with plans and estimates 
of the probable cos: of confining these 
rivers ‘within prescribed bounds, we here- 
with report the lines of our investigation, 
together with ‘the conclusions which have 
been adopted by us. 

“At our first meeting it was détermined 
that a personal inspection of the streams 
and the country immediately affected by 
their flood waters, from the mountains to 
the sea, was necessary to an intelligent 
understanding of the maps, which were 
being prepared by your County Surveyor, 
A. R. Street. | 

We began our examination first on the 
San Gabriel, from the crossing of the 
Duarte flume, where the river leaves the 
mountains, against which it has been held 
on the north by the direction given it from 
the canyon above Roberts’s Point, and 
swings for the fertile valley about Monte, 
te reach which it must tumble down the 
rocky boulder slope of prehistoric de- 
posit, ranging from ‘thirty to seventy feet 
per, mile, the consequence being that there 
are no continuously-defined channels, but 
a series of broken. channels caused by 
the. great scouring power of streams tear- 
ing its bed or banks, and carrying such 
masses cof heavy matter as to cause the 
streams to diverge right and left, seeking 
the lines of least resistance, hence many 
small channels are cut. The trend of 
this boulder slope being to the west and 
south, it is easily understood how, by this 
buiMing-up-and-pushing-around process, 
the river finally worked itself so far west- 
ward as to break into a country which 
had deen a stranger to its floods since 
prehistoric times, and whose scars had all 
been healed by nature’s slow process of 
washing down and filling up. This break 
occurred about 1884. e 
The final break-over occurs below the 
‘crossing of the California Southern Rail- 
road (but that tendency is great from 
the point of crossing of the Duarte 
flume,) and 1 westward through a 
portion of the Duarte settlement, and the 
Many streams breaking over unite, forming 
a large stream on the north side of George 
H. Peck’s land; thence passing through a 
fertile country, sweeping away several 
thousand acres of soil, many feet in depth, 
of the finest loam, and endangering this 
entire section of country, embracing 15. 
acres of like quality, it passes just wes 
of the town of El Monte, entering the 
channel of the Arroyo Hondo below, and 
debouching upon the -lowlands between 
that town and the Old Mission, deposits 
its heavy material, such as gravel and 
sand, while the lighter loam is carried on, 
much of it to the sea. a 

“An examination of the old channel of 
the San Gabriel River passing under the 
Southern Pacific Railroad bridge three 
miles east of the town of El Monte, shows 
a barren waste (of rock, gravel and sand, 
the former decreasing and the latter in- 
creasing as the rate of grade decreases,) 
much wider than will be necessary for the 
use of the stream where it is confined, and 
consequently the damages for appropria- 
tion on this line will be a minimum, and 
the grade being more uniform will natur- 
ally dictate.the policy of placing the 
stream back in its old channel, as far down 
as the junction of the survey of the Old 
San Gabriel with the survey of the New 
San Gabriel River, at which point it is 
proposed to divide the water, placing one- 
half in each stream. 

„Our examination of the old and the new 
San Gabriel rivers shows plainly the pro- 
cess of building up by which these val- 
leys have been filled in as dumping 
grounds of our rivers, which, after having 
run in one channel without being con- 
fined, naturally fills up its bed to a level 
above the surrounding country, and then, 
breaking out on the lower. side, forms a 
new bed on lower ground, and commences 
again the old process of filling up. This 
has resulted, in late years, in a new chan- 

nel for New River, and also a new chan- 
‘nel for Old River—a few miles from the 
‘mouth of each, where the grade has. been 

reduced to a minimum and the quantity of 
material dumped increased to a maximum. 

This process has been allowed to pro- 
ceed with so little bindrance that after 
reaching the limit of country through 
which the natural grade would compel a 
.scour we find the channel so small as to 
afford but little guide to the immense 
floods that follow on their line and conse- 


cases is flooded and rendered unsafe for 
habitation or crops. — 

“The Los Angeles River is a striking 
example of this. Previous to the flood of 
December 25, 1889, when the river broke 
through at the south city boundary and 
flowed through the Laguna ranch, a 
country was inundated nearly every win- 
ter by reason of no defined channel, and 
the country was of little good to those who 
owned it, but now that the water has been 
diverted by another route to the old San 
Gabriel, the country once covered by the 
Los Angeles River has been converted for 


and alfalfa, and traces of the river chan- 
nel are difficult to find after passing south 
from the crossing of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, on the Anaheim branch, so that 
we consider it good policy and great econ- 
omy to recommend the merging of the old 
San Gabriel and the Los Angeles rivers 
into one channel at a point in the old San 
Gabriel, seven and one-eighth miles south 
from the south boundary of Los Angeles 
city. 

‘“Hxtensive and detailed ‘topographical 
surveys were made by your County Sur- 
veyor, A. R. Street, of ‘the several channels 
of t“ old and new river from tide water 
to ‘the mountains, a distance of about 
thirty-five miles, and of the Los Angeles 
| River from its junction with the old Gan 
Gabriel River to the southern city limits, 
about eleven miles. 

“Levels have been taken and profiles 
‘made with cross-sections at frequent in- 
tervals ‘through the entire length of those. 
channels, from which data a very complete 
exhibit ie furnished of the topographical 
features of the country t which 
these rivers run. 

„Phe San Gabriel River has its so 
in the Slerra Madre Range, the watersh 
tributary thereto being about 190 square:

‘After passing through the valley, a dis- 
tance of about twelve miles, to a point 
near the old Mission San Gabriel, the river 
is augmented by the influx cf the Arroyos 
Hondo and Puente, which bave a water- 
shed of about 152 square miles each. 
The Los Angeles River rises in the Ban 


| Fernando Valley and surrounding moun- 


tains, the Pacoima, Tehunga and Arroyo 
Seco being its principal tributaries, the 
entire watershed above the city of Los An- 
geles being about 570 square miles. 
Previous to 1889 it formed its junction 


: with the old San Gabriel River at a point 


about eleven miles below the southern 
limit of the city ot Los Angeles. a 
Un December of that year it flowed ov 
its banks near the city limits and ran to 


the eastward through the Laguna Rancho, 
destroying a very large amount of prop- 


erty, spreading out with no well-defined 
channel, liable at next flood to cut its way 
to the old San Gabriel River wherever the 
obstacles opposing it might be weakest. 

“Except tn the rainy season, and a few 
months following, there is no continuous 
stream in any of these channels, the wa- 
ters sinking and rising at intervals, in con- 
sequence, dowbtleas, of the varying com- 
pactness of the strata underlying the sand 
and gravel of the river bed. 

“In times of flood the waters fill its 
channels and overflow the country to a 
width of several miles, frequently destroy- 
ing large areas of the most valuable land 
in the valley, the very lands most endan- 
gered deing of fine alluvial formation, 
most productive, and most liable from 3 
tion and composition to damage from Aood 
during years of excesstve rain‘fall. 

„No works of a permanent ‘character 
have as yet been constructed to prevent 
this damage, and here we are confronted 
with a problem the magnitude and im- 
portance of Which is not generally appre- 


ated. 
t is obvious that any works for pro- 
tection in order to possess any value 


m be permanent and necessarily expen- 
sive. It is useless to excavate channels, 
or to build levees to be obliterated by the 
next flood, leaving no trace of their ex- 
istence, as has been not unfrequently the 
case. The large area of arable land in 
jeopardy, estimated to be over one hun- 
dred thousand acres, justifies the building 
of first-class works for protection. The 
question of providing the necessary funds 
for this work we deem it not our province 
to discuss, 

Later, on investigating the character 
of the channels of the San Gabriel River, 
after leaving the canyon of that name, 
it was determined to have certain cross 
sections and levels taken up the main 


stream from the mouth of the canyon at 


Roberts’s Point, and also cross sections 
made on the channel of the Roberts Can- 
yon, which discharges into the San Ga- 
briel below Roberts’s Point; the object of 
these sections being the determination of 
the maximum flow of water for which we 
were required to supply channels. 
Careful measurement of high water. 
marks and cross sections made at several 
points near the mouth of San Gabriel 
Canyon led to the estimate that the 
volume of water passing through the 
channel in time of flood would require a 
waterway 500 feet wide and ten feet deep 
upon a grade of six feet per mile. 

“To prevent erosion from too rapid a 
current, it is recommended that the chan- 


nel have a width ‘sufficient to limit the 


velocity to the carrying of matter from 
above without deepening the channel be- 
low desirable level. We may state in 
this connection that it is our opinion that 
the present official channel of the Los. 
Angeles River through the city, should 
have been made wider, as in course of 


time it will cut to a depth which will en- 


danger the bridge piers and bulkhead 
foundations and make necessary expensive 
repairs of those structures. 

„Probably at no point on the river is 
there greater necessity for substantial 
levees than at the point referred to near 
El Monte. 

“The towns of El Monte and Savanna 
are liable to be swept entirely away. 


A large area of the finest alfalfa land 


surrounding thess towns is also in danger. 
Near the old San Gabriel Mission at the 
point of diversion of.the rivers in -1868, 
before referred to, it will doubtless in 
the interests of irrigation facilities be 
necessary to divide the channel, providing 
for, one-half the waters to flow in the 
and new channels respectively. To 
effect this substantial structures will 
have to be erected, the details of which 
are herewith given. 

“Referring to the large topographical 
map it will be seen that we have en- 
deavored to straighten the channel fines 
as much as possible, to accomplish which 
in many cases dt ‘will be necessary to oc- 
cupy new ground altogether, leaving the 
old channel entirely. 

‘This locally may be deemed a hard- 


| ing right-of-way as customary in all cases 


whiere the end to be obtained results in the 
good to the greatest number. 

“In only one case will ithe deviation from 
present channels be so great in the 
plan of straightening them, as to render 
useless the county road and railway 
bridges. A notable instance of the necas- 
sity of straightening the channel at the ex- 
pense of new ground occurs near the 
County Farm, there being so abrupt a

This was to 
me an exceedingly interesting object les- 
son. I had read how the vedalia cardinalis 
had cleaned out-the cottony cushion scale, 
| here saw how even the more destric- 
tive black scale had been devoured by the 
later importation from Australia. The 
principal ‘agents which had been so bene- 
ficial to Mr. Hemenway proved to be Rhi- 
zobius toowoombae, a small, black beetle 
with brown head and thorax. Rhizobius | 
debilis, which is about the same size as 
the other, but is entirely black above 
and below, and the Rhizobius ventralis, 
which is larger, entirely black above, with 
short, light hairs, and brown below. The 
first mentioned were much the more abund- 
ant.. One-half mile west of Mr. Hemen- 
way’s orchard is the citrus. orchard of C.
